True pioneering on 
For skeds write Jack 


For about 5 weeks now I have been keeping skeds about 5 
to 6 nites a week with WA4GHK in Palm Bay, 75 miles SE 
of Oakland on 1296 and finally last week we started making 
it two way. Jim has been hearing me 100% of the time but I 
was having trouble hearing him. Now, (Nov. 26th) we have 
had two phone and two CW QSO’s in the last week, Conditions 


were above average during these QSO’s but still haven’t 


hit a real hot band opening, when signals should reach well 
over S9. In October during the 432 and 144 mc openings to 
Texas I heard Jim weakly and he found later that he had only 
a few miliwatts of 1296 output. My tripler was not working 
properly and had no output on 1296 so we missed a good 
ehance to make it 6 weeks earlier. 

When my converter is working properly we should be able 
to work the 75 miles 100% of the time on CW at least, 

The rig here is a K6AXN (ARRL Handbook) converter using 
a 1N21C diode mixer into a 144 mc. converter for an IF, 


- Transmitter is a MA 4060C varactor tripler (ARRL VHF 


Handbook) running 3 to 4 watts output into a 7 foot UHF TV 
parabolic dish modified for the band. The dish is up only 35 
feet at the center and is fed with 40 feet of RG 8 which leaves 
a bit to be desired on this freq., but Jim still hears me nitely. 
So anyone thinking he has to have $2.00 a foot coax anda 
few hundred watts to get out of the back yard on this band is 
missig a lot of fun. No line noise, no ignition, and little 
QRM (just radar, which really makes a good band indicator.) 

The rig at WA4GHK is the same converter but he is using 
His antenna is a 4 foot 
dish up about 35 feet. Jim also uses a 2C39 tripler, 2C39 
final transmitter on AM for about 2 watts output. 

Horace, WA4NKN in North Orlando is also onthe band 
with similar equipment. but so far haven’t woike im, 
Lou, WA4BYR in Englewood of 432 moonbounce fame, is 
going now on 1296 SSB and CW but we haven’t had a chance 
to try and work over that 120 mile path.

This article had its beginning with W6ONY of the Western 
Sidebanders’ Association. His article and their findings can 
be found on page 85 of the February 1965 issue of QST. While 
we are undertaking this as aproject of the Florida Sidebanders’ 
Association, I thought it wise to give credit to W6ONY and the 
W.S.S.B.S.’s ideas, as some of our findings are apt to sound 
similar and in fact will be the same. 

We will begin with a QSO in operation, a station wishing 
to join in, and the ways this can be done: 

(1) You never begin by calling ‘‘break—break’’, as this 
is particularly annoying to those of us who don’t use this 
opening and is more apt to get you off on the wrong foot. Or: 

(2) You should wait until the group ID’s and then at the 
first opportunity, call one of the stations and identify yourself, 

(3) If you recognize one of the stations, rather than wait 
for the ID cycle, (which is required every 10 minutes) call 
that station by name and then join when invited into the round 
table. Always make sure you give your call sign. FCC re- 
quires it. 

Recommended procedure -- 
“Herb, this is WA1LAFP/4.”’ 
When he replies, you can express your wish to join the round 
table. Or: 

(4) One other way is to wait for a lull in the QSO and then 
throw your call into the ring. If you are welcome, the stations 
in the QSO will let you know. 

Now to get to some items that we find rather peevish: 

(1) Tuning you transmitter up onafrequency already in use. 
Most of the transceivers on the market use a system whereby 
in the tune position the carrier frequency ischanged from 1KC 
to 1500 CPS from the spot you think you’re on. This is just 
enough to cause interference to stations you may wish to join. 
If you move down about 10KC’s in frequency, you can feel as- 
sured that you won’t bother that QSO. There are times when 
everywhere you go, you’ll find a QSO. The ideal thing, of 
course, is to have a dummy load on the antenna end of the 
transmitter. 

(2) Some small transceivers use upper sideband for load- 
ing and tuning, which shouldn’t bother lower sideband at the 
point opposite your tuning frequency, but about 3 K.C.’s away, 
there.will be some interference. This could be right in the 
middle of a net, QSO, or phone patch. Everyone should have 
a dummy load. If not, get a series of lightbulbs equal to the 
amount of power out of your transmitter and use them. For 
those who are using a “‘bare — foot’’ rig of 2 to 300 watts pep, 
one 100 watt lightbulb will be enough to allow full tuning and 
will present about 52 OHMS for a load. For those using higher 
power, it is possible to build a load band of lightbulbs; but by 
the time all the materials are purchased, it would cost less if 
you bought the commercial job. 

(3) The idea of going to the opposite sideband to avoid 
QRM or interference from other stations is fine; however, 
there is no ‘‘curtain’’ between one sideband and the other, so 
when you operate on the opposite sideband it may be quiet, but 
a few KC’s away someone will be operating properly on the 
usual sideband and will be interfered with greatly. 

Therefore, know your gear and what signals you are putting 
on the air. You will find operating much more enjoyable if 
all would use as much care aswe would have others use toward 
us. 

When one is operating SSB, it is normal to use VOX type 
transmissions and justifiably so. Single sideband operation 
tends to be much more rapid and efficient than the old types of 
modulation, Not to downgrade A.M., but it is of the old school 
and in order to progress, everyone must keep up with the 
times. SSB is here to stay and we should get used to the idea. 


Making short statements to the point will enhance the dis- 
cussion of any topic quickly and efficiently. However, to make 
broad statements with a possibility of having 2 or 3 stations 
answer is not good either. Make the station of your choice 
know who is to answer the comment. 

While on the topic of talking, it might be wise to note that 
shouting into the mike of an SSB transmitter is verboten 
also as it causes toomany voice peaks which cause splatter 
and interference. Speaking in your normal voice will cause 
less distortion through less flat-topping and your signal will 
be much clearer and sharper. 

For those of us who have ‘‘linear amplifiers’’ (not ‘‘linears’’, 
we know that they linear, or supposed to be), it is always a 
good idea not to overdrive them, to operate on the non-linear 
portion of the curve, which in turn causes splatter. We also 
have the regulation as laid down by the F.C.C. that we will 
not use any more power than necessary to maintain communi- 
cations, 

Speaking of splatter and distortion, it is felt that all trans- 
mitters and receivers should be put on a bench with good 
accurate test equipment and the alignment should be performed 
or checked by an experienced technician at least yearly. As 
tubes and components age, they change value and in so doing, 
gradually drift out of alignment, Then suppression will decrease 
and signals will begin to sound sloppy, and ‘‘pink-tickets’’ 
start flowing. 

In our receivers weak stations that we used to pull through 
with no trouble become harder to hear until there is nothing 
but hash -- it could be band conditions but it could mean a little 
work on the receiver. Of course, no one will cite you because 
you can hear only the strong signals, thatis unless you go out- 
side the band looking for them and take the transmitter with you. 

One final item and that is to plead with everyone to please 
be more considerate of other people’s rightsas amateurs. Some 
stations may have more power or astronger signal than some- 
one else, but that doesn’t give them anymore right to a fre- 
quency. Let’s see if following the ‘‘Golden Rule’? can make 
amateur radio an organization to be proud of,

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SILENT KEY 


K4GG 
Earl Dannals 


Lt. Comdr. Earl W, Dannals, 
74, K4GG, a pioneer in the field 
of radio, died October 25, 1965 
at the MacDill Field Hospital 
following an illness of three 
weeks, 

Mr. & Mrs. Dannals moved 
from Long Island to Bradenton 
in 1957, He was in the Navy 
from 1912 to 1951, having ser- 
ved in both World War I and II, 

Before entering the service 
he was one of the pioneers in 
radio and designed and installed 
the first two-way radio andtele- 
phone communications for a 
scheduled airline, back in the 
winter of 1922-23 when he in- 
stalled the equipment in aplane 
operated in the Aeromarine 
Airline flying between Key West 
and Havana. 

Dannals also designed and 
built several large radio sta- 
tions in New York, including 
WCDA, He built and owned 
station WWJL which was later 
sold to Madison Square Gar- 
dens, 

When Marconi, the inventor 
of wireless telegraphy, came to 
this country in the late 1920s, 
Dannals was his unofficial guide 
for two weeks as the Italian 
toured all the radio facilities 
in that city. 

The commander’s Navy duty 
was marked by many technical 
achievements but he picked as 
one which gave him the great- 
est satisfaction his tour of duty 
as radio officer on the USS 
Ohio, a radio experimental ship 
on which he designed and built 
the radio control gear for the 
Battleship Iowa. For this he 
received a letter of commenda- 
tion from the Secretary of Navy. 

At one time Dan had charge 
of all Navy communications, 
from Iceland to Brazil. He 
was light-heavy weight boxing 
champ of the Navy. 

He also discovered the ef- 
fectiveness of quartz crystal 
when used to stabilize a radio 
frequency and at one time man- 
ufactured crystals used in ra- 
dio stations, 

Dannals had for years been an 
amateur radio operator (K4GG- 
W2GG) and at the time of his 
death was president of the Brad- 
enton Amateur Radio Club. He 
was a pilot for 33 years and 
still held his private license,

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Learn C.W. Net Operation 


(Editor’s Note: We are happy to present a series of articles 
by top-natch C W operator and route manager for Eastern 
Florida Section, Charles W, Hennessey W4LUV of Orlando, 
Florida, If you have ever wanted to check into a C W Net, 
here iS your chance to learn how it is done, Read the fole 
lowing carefully and give it a try. We feel sure it will be 
a new and exciting experience for you in Amateur Radio. 


PARTY 


Now let’s go down the alphabet and see how the ‘‘QN’’ 
signals are used on QFN. 


QNA Answer in prearranged order. 

Sometimes the NCS uses this signal instead of, or in 
addition to, QNI. If he simply sends QNA, he wants stations 
having traffic to QNI first, stations QRU to QRX until he finds 
out just how QRL his session will be. If the NCS sends QNA 
4RN, or otherwise specifies the order of QNI, he wants only 
those stations from 4RN, or other nets as indicated, to QNI. 
There is no roll call on QFN. 

QNB Act as relay between (Call) and (Call). 

This is a request for a third station to help out when 
two stations cannot copy each other. 
QNC_ All stations copy. 

Precedes all bulletins and instructions destined for all 
stations on the net, including you. 
QND The net is directed. 

The net is in session, Transmit only when and as dir- 
ected by the NCS. 

QNE Entire net stand by. 

Don’t call me, I’ll call you. 
QNF Net is free. 

The net session is ended. Stations are free to leave, 
ragchew, etc. 

QNG Guard net frequency. 

The NCS uses this one to ask another station to take over 
net control. 

QNH Your net frequency is high, 

Come down to 3651, OM. 
QNI Report into net. 

Invitation to join the gang; indication that station is re- 
porting in, 

QNJ Can you/I can copy (Call). (Self-explanatory). 

QNK Transmit messages for (Place) to (Call). (Self-explan- 

atory). 

Your net frequency is low. 

Come up to 3651, OT. 

You are interfering with the net, 

Who is NCS? (Call) is NCS. 

Use this one if you didn’t get the NCS call letters, 

Going/gone out of net, 

Used to indicate station is leaving net and won’t return, 

or to indicate absent station. 

QNP I cannot copy Call). (Self-explanatory). 

QNQ Move to (freq.), find Call), wait for him to finish hand- 
ling traffic, then send him messages for (Place). 

QNR_ Receive messages for (Place) from (Call), (Self-explan- 

atory). 

The following stations are in the net. 

After the first call-up, the NCS does not acknowledge 

each QNI individually. Instead, he transmits QNS and a list 

of the stations he acknowledges, If you QNIed and do not hear 

your call in this list, QNI again. 

QNT Permission to leave the net temporarily. 

If you have to make a fone call, but intend to return to 
the net, this is the signal you use to ask permission, It’s 
helpful to add a number to indicate how long you’ll be gone 
(QNT3 means ‘‘I’ll be gone 3 minutes’?), Remember, you 
never leave a QND net without permission of the NCS, 

QNU The net has traffic for you. (Self explanatory). 
QNV_ Establish contact with (Call) on this frequency. 
If okay, move to (freq.), send him messages for (Place), 
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QNL 


QNM 
QNN 


(Self-explanatory). 


QNO 


QNS

(7) Now that you have perfected your design, the logical 
next step is to go ahead and build it. Here I would like to 
interject a few helpful hints, First, it is not necessary to 
gather all your parts at once — gather them as you need them: 
it is much easier on the pocketbook. Don’t build the whole 
time you fire it up. (And it may literally be fire!) Try to get 
the least critical circuits or stages built and working first, and 
then tinker with the touchy circuitry. This procedure saves a 
lot of troubleshooting after the smoke clears. In a receiver, 
for example, it is best to build it backwards, Start by getting 
the power supply working, then build the audio, detector, IF, 
and RF circuitry in that order, making each stage operative 
as you build it. Iron out as many detectable bugs here as you 
go along so that most of them will be progressively eliminated 
as you build the gear, 

In actual construction, follow the hints in the handbook and 
PLAN AHEAD, Make sure youhave enough physical space (and 
/or isolation) for a circuit BEFORE you try to build it, 
Work carefully, of coukse, making sure you have good electric- 
al connections throughout and minimum stray capacitances in 
critical circuits. Don’t spare the tie strips and be extremely 
generous with the shielded cable. Shielding all audio leads and 
other such critical points or circuits will save your doing it la- 
ter, eliminating bugs befor they happen, It is not necess- 
ary that your gear have all the wiring at right angles and with 
harnesses to produce a work of art, since nobdy will see it 
once it is finished anyway. The important consideration is 
to make your equipment as well-built as possible from an 
ELECTRICAL standpoint. No need to sign at the art gallery 
in QST, since sloppy LOOKING gear can oftenbe better electric- 
ally than the art works, (Wait till you see the picture of the 
bottom of my receiver!) Finally, a careful resistance check 
with an ohmmeter will spare you the agony of smoke when 
you try to get the circuit working. 

(8) Step eight is to iron out any bugsthat pop up and clean up 
sloppy connections, getting blobs of solder out from between 
tube pins, etc. Trytoget your rig in permanent working order. 

(9) This is the best step of all: turnon your newly built gear 
and enjoy it—you’ve earned it. Not only do you have a good 
working rig that you can repair when it breaks down, but 
you have also picked up quite a bit of theory and experience in 
the process, In other words, youarebeing a true amateur, not 
just a plug-in appliance operator. You are one of those rare 
birds who actually knows what’s going on inthat little grey box 
with all the dials onit. This is what separates the true ama- 
teurs from the CB’ers in ham’s clothing, Old-timer or rookie, 
a little knowledge never killed anyone.

bership. BUT BOTH EMER- 
GENCY NETS WOULD CON- 
TINUE TO BE STATEWIDE IN 
COVERAGE AND PURPOSE, 

The proposed change has 
some practical disadvantages, 
but I am willing to go to bat 
in Miami for a change which 
will result in Net Bravo being 
used more frequently than it 
presently is, provided we can 
overcome some problems, 

The biggest difficulty in the 
use of Net Bravo always has 
been and continues to be the 
disastrous interference which 
is nearly always present on the 
frequency, mostly from hetero- 
dynes and from the Virginia 
Phone Net on 3835, In many 
instances, this interference has 
made 3836 virtually useless af- 
ter dark, even though commun- 
ication was rather easy on 3940 
Ke which is not subjected to so 
much heterodyne QRM. Thisis 
probably one of the main reas- 
ons Key City coverage of Bravo 
in South Florida has been skim- 
py. There are many times when 
they simply can’t find the net -- 
let alone participate in it, 

No net is useful as an emer- 
gency circuit unless it can be 
used 24-hours a day, and there 
was considerable discussion in 
Tallahassee of a change in net 
frequency. The net directory 
was carefully checked and there 
are only afew frequencies which 
are not already occupied by es- 
tablished nets operating in the 
fourth and fifth call areas, One 
of the most promising seems to 
be 3950 Kc. No netiscurrently 
listed for that frequency in the

ITU Conference 


The ITU Plenipotentiary Con- 
ference at Montreaux, Switzer- 
land, has concluded its six- 
weeks session. Dr. M.B. Sar- 
wate of India, who has been 
deputy to retiring Secretary 
General Gerald C, Gross, was 
named his successor. M, Mili 
of Tunisia was chosen the new 
deputy. Most of the U.S. pro- 
posals for reorganization of the 
Union received little support. 
The Administrative Council, a 
sort of executive committee, 
was expanded from 25 to 29 
members, largely to take care 
of representation in the African 
area. The International Fre- 
quency Registration Board was
